(1) The extreme left-wing faction of the Belli Kombetar Forty (Bt) contimed 
its efforts to sabotage t!» newly broadened NCFA, All ra^abera of the I3K have been 
lurged to withdraw their support from Mr. Hasan iTosti, President of the BK and of 
the SCKA. The CaatsraX Coamiittee of the BK circulated a petition asking for a vote 
on vhether the BK sriould participate in the UQFk, It is reported that SK meabers 
in the U.3, and Canada voted almost unanimously apdnst par^cipation but requested 
that a congress be called to elect a new Central Coimnittee with the hope -Uiat such 
a coiGnlttee woxild st^pport Bosti. Haabers of the BK in the Albanian Guard Coo^^any 
in Germany refhsod to sign a statenent of allegiance to the HCFA and ne^tiations 
are now under way through the station in Frankfurt to detemlne whether the ArnQr, 
which now controls the Ouard Coapa^y, will permit the oaptlaloa of t*a dissident 

, ^endbers. 

(2) In rospoDse to an appeal for moderation in the treatment of ex-King Zog 
by the Egyptian authoritiBs, initiated at the request of ttie DCI, Egyptian vice 
Fraa5.er Msr stated that it was too late to cease, entirely the action being taken 
against Zogj iiasr promised, ho^raver, to do all tliat he could to minimize such
